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Town Hall plaque to mark Queen's visit 


NEW details about the Queen's Jubilee visit to 
Crewkerne emerged this week. 

The full royal itinerary has yet to be con¬ 
firmed, but civic chiefs have asked the Queen's 
Somerset representative, Lady Elizabeth Gass, 
whether Her Majesty could lay the foundation 
stone of the new George Reynolds sports and 
community centre. 

They have also signaled their support for the 
erection of a commemorative plaque, mark¬ 
ing the Queen's Jubilee visit, to be fixed to the 
town hall. 

Members of the town hall team floated the 
idea of the foundation stone; but the plaque 
was suggested by Cdr Geoffrey Clarke, who 
lives in Hermitage Street. 

He told civic chiefs at their March gathering 
on Monday night:"I am sure all councillors and 
citizens of Crewkerne are as thrilled as I am to 
hear that Her Majesty the Queen is doing us 
the great honour of visiting our town as part

of her Diamond Jubilee tour of the United 
Kingdom. 

"I consider that this historic event merits a 
permanent, visible record. 

"I propose that a hamstone plaque be fixed 
to the facade of the town hall, suitably en¬ 
graved with text recording the visit — and 
that Market Square be renamed Jubilee 
Square. 

"It is worth noting that the town hall was en¬ 
larged to commemorate Queen Victoria's Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee." 

Members were unable to support renaming 
of the square, but Councillor Robin Pailthorpe 
welcomed the plaque idea saying:"This build¬ 
ing has always been associated with jubilees." 

As the Weekender went to press, the town 
council was still waiting to hear which day Her 


Majesty would visit Crewkerne — Tuesday, 
May 1 st, or the day after. 

And it was still not clear if the Queen would 
visit the actual town centre, or whether she 
would pause at the station as her train passed 
through. 

But Councillor Angie Singleton revealed on 
Monday that the town council has ap¬ 
proached Lady Gass, the Lord Lieutenant of 
Somerset, asking if the Queen might lay the 
foundation stone of the new sports and com¬ 
munity centre. 

She said: "If we are inviting Her Majesty to 
unveil something, it means she'll come into 
the town. 

"I know there are certain parameters within 
which we have to work. 

"If this is what Lady Gass thinks is appropriate, 
I would bow to her superior knowledge." 
Town councillors last month set aside £5,000 
to spend on the royal viit.

AS THE second part of her visit to the area 
last Wednesday, following the opening of 
South Petherton Community Hospital, HRH 
The Countess of Wessex was given a tour of 
the Seavington Village Store and Cafe, ac¬ 
companied by her assistant private secretary 
Mrs Rosemary Hamer and the Lord-Lieu-

tenant of Somerset, Lady Gass. 

There were approximately 65 onlookers in¬ 
cluding a number of children from the Bar¬ 
rington Explorer Group, run by the 


Barrington Pre School. 

The Countess addressed the children, who 
were armed with Union flags, prior to meet¬ 
ing the assembled dignitaries, much to their 
delight. 

At the entrance to the shop Lady Gass pre¬ 
sented Mr Simon Madge, who is chairman of 
the Seavington Parish Council, and his wife 
Mrs Liona Madge. 

Mr Madge then presented Councillor 
Patrick Palmer, chairman of the Area North 
Committee for South Somerset District 
Council followed by Peter Couchman (chief 
executive of the Plunkett Loundation), Peter 
Ashley (chairman of the Seavington Playing 
Lield Association) and lastly Mr David 
Lroome, the outgoing chairman of the Seav¬ 
ington Store and Cafe, who saw it through 
from the planning stages back in 2006 to its 
fruition last year. 

Mr Lroome then escorted Her Royal High¬ 
ness into the shop and presented firstly three 
volunteers at the till: Mrs Anne Kinch, Mrs 
Joy Willerton and Miss Millie Key who un¬ 
dertaking voluntary work as part of the Duke 
of Edinburgh Award Scheme. 

Mr Lroome then led the Countess around 
the premises, introducing her to a number of 
individuals who have helped, not just in man¬ 
ning the shop and cafe areas, but also supply¬ 
ing and building the facility. 

These included Mrs Nick Ellis, the secre¬ 
tary of the shop association, and Mr Ken 
Lake, the treasurer. 

In the back office area the Countess met 
Mrs Anne Shaw, the bookkeeper, and Mrs 
Thandi Wilson who coordinates the volun¬ 
teer rota of approximately 35 people. 

Returning to the main part of the store the 
royal guest took time to examine a craft fair 
which is running in the shop, supporting 


local residents by affording them somewhere 
to display and sell their wares without the 
overheads normally associated with display¬ 
ing goods in business premises. 

On her way through to the cafe area, Her 
Royal Highness met Mrs June Reeves, a shop 
volunteer, as well as Ms Jo Mills, the Local 
Loods Champion, who said afterward: “I was 
keen that the locals get something out of the 
event. 

“We invited Colin Tyler from Radfords 
Line Ludge (Martock), Sally Sherwood of 
Sally Ann’s cakes (Dowlish) and Wendy & 


Mike Jeffery of Kails Larm (Whitelacking- 
ton) to join us, as three of the local producers 
who supply the shop. 

“They all kindly donated something to put 
in a basket which was presented to Her Royal 
Highness; we also put some Ludges biscuits 
(Stalbridge) and one of Robert Imlach’s 
Dressit salad dressings (East Chinnock) in 
the basket. Sadly they were not able to join 
us on the day. 

“Her Royal Highness was very interested 
in the local food aspect of the shop and ques¬ 
tioned whether we were under competition

“I was able to point out that many 
local foods are produced by small 
companies, and even individuals, 
who focus their business on outlets 
like small shops and garden centres 
and not the big five. 

“So the small shops in Somerset 
are able to supply their customers 
with produce not available in the su¬ 
permarkets; on that basis they com¬ 
pete with us. 

“She was pleased to see we stock a 
dairy-free ice cream and was de¬ 
lighted with her basket expressing a 
particular liking for honey.” 


Within the cafe area, the Countess 
firstly met the team of three on duty 
in the cafe; Mrs Brenda Lake (volun¬ 
teer and Parish Council liaison com¬ 
mittee member) and volunteers Mrs 
Pauline Woodward and Mrs Pauline 
Lawton.

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Churches combine for floral trail

FOR the first time in living memory, four churches 
in the Diocese of Bath and Wells, have come to¬ 
gether for a joint celebration. 

The churches of Barrington, Puckington, Shepton 
Beauchamp and Stocklinch are preparing to host 
their first ever flower festival trail, in honour of the 
Queen's Diamond Jubilee, which will run from Fri¬ 
day, June 8th through to Sunday 10th from 10am 
until 5pm. 

Each church has selected a Jubilee theme: Shep¬ 
ton will focus on the diamond aspect; Puckington 
Church Flower Festival is to be called The Life and 
Times of our Diamond Queen' whilst Stocklinch 
has elected to use the phrase Jubilate (to rejoice or 
celebrate a jubilee or joyful occasion) as their in¬ 
spiration. 

All the displays will be created by volunteers, 
using locally sourced flowers and home grown 
vegetation. It is hoped that a number of support¬ 
ing activities will run alongside the festival, such as 
cream teas and a small craft fair in Stocklinch vil¬ 
lage hall, and refreshments offered in Puckington. 


World Record Attempt 

Stocklinch are also looking at the possibility of 
trying to set a world record, by asking visitors to 
help them create the world's longest daisy chain 
by adding in a link in a daisy chain that will stretch 
around the whole church. 

Initially the brain child of Jenny Chance, church 
warden at Puckington, an organising committee 
has been set up in each village tasked with raising 
sponsorship to ensure the festival is the best it can 
be. 

Father Geoff Wade, rector for eight local parishes 
since 2004 is veryexcited about this event. He said: 
"The Queen's Jubilee offers us a wonderful reason 
to all celebrate together and we are confident that 
as usual this close knit rural community will rise to 
the occasion and put on a spectacular display for 
all to enjoy. 

"These churches are hugely supported and 
owned by the community and we want as many 
people as possible to get involved in any way they 
can."

club and £4,000 for a ses¬ 
sion with older teenagers. 

West One Youth Club in 
Crewkerne was awarded 
£4,000, mainly towards 
staff costs, and Ilminster 
gets £3,800 towards the 
costs faced by the lie 
Youth and Community 
Centre by providing ses¬ 
sions to the over 14s. 

The teenage members of 
the Somerset Youth Parlia¬ 
ment Advisory Group 
were asked by the council 
to make the decisions 
about how to divide the 
fund between the clubs. 

The council has also in¬ 
creased the amount avail¬ 
able in this round of grant 
awards from £39,000 to 
£55,000 because of the 
quality of the bids. Nine¬ 
teen grants across the 
county were approved. 

Cabinet member for 
Children and Young Peo¬ 
ple, Councillor John 
Osman, said: “The contin¬ 


uation of this grant scheme 
is one way in which we 
can help secure youth 
work in areas where the 
community has found 
other ways of providing it. 

“Many of these schemes 
have other grant funding 
and the work of willing 
volunteers behind them, 
and I’m delighted we have 
been able to help. 

“We are keen for young 
people to have their say in 
decision making and I’m 
sure they will have en¬ 
joyed handling this sort of 
responsibility.” 

South Somerset member 
of the UK Youth Parlia¬ 
ment, Sam Foulder- 
Hughes, said: “Youth 
Grant giving has been ex¬ 
tremely rewarding. 

“It has given us a chance 
to extend a helping hand to 
some community groups 
who really deserve it.” 

The council has now 
given a total of £92,000 in 
support grants this finan¬ 
cial year, to 36 clubs.

Mr Drew, who was rated 
outstanding by the judges, 
fought off competition 
from 12 top hedge layers, 
including four former na¬ 
tional champions. 

Three out of the top four 
were Cotley locals. 

Hedge laying is currently 
undergoing a resurgence of 
interest, particularly from 
the media, with BBC 
Countryfile’s Matt Baker 
taking part in a mock 
hedge laying competition 
in February.

Mary wants to encourage 
as many people as possible 
to appreciate the impor¬ 
tance of hedge laying and 
to encourage young farm¬ 
ers to take it up, to pre¬ 
serve the traditional 
techniques and the habitats 


produced by a laying a 
hedge. 

She said: “We are notic¬ 
ing a lot more interest 
from farmers. This won¬ 
derful craft is suddenly 
capturing people’s imagi¬ 
nations, but without 
landowners like George 
and Carol Eyre, who 
kindly hosted the meet of 
hounds and the competi¬ 
tion at Sadborow, these 
events just couldn’t hap¬ 
pen.

flying: “... ‘we had 37 shot in our residence, 
one of which, a six pounder, passed within but 
two inches of the head of my wife, and as near 
to my youngest child.’ So wrote Charles Buck- 
ton, the second of Emma Spry Edwards’ three 
husbands.” 

Dr Tiffen, who lives in Tower Hill Road, 
spent six years researching and writing the 
book, which covers a 60-year period beginning 
in the early 1850s. 

She said: “My great-grandmother was a 
Devon girl, Emma Spry Edwards, daughter of 
the old fashioned type of surgeon, who quali¬ 
fied only by a seven-year apprenticeship. 

Wealthy merchant 

“She married the illegitimate son of a wealthy 
Exeter merchant. But when her husband died 
in London in 1852 she was left with a toddler 
— my grandfather, James Wilcocks Carrall — 
and a daughter on the way. 

“Her father was by this time bankrupt and re¬ 
sorting to abortions, leading to an appearance 
in the Old Bailey. 

“He could not help her, so her father-not-in- 
law provided a small dowry to encourage a 
trader to take her off to China in 1853. 

“There she narrowly escaped death from a 
cannon ball when their houseboat was caught 
between Chinese imperial ships and those of 
rebels. 

“Husband two died in 1856, but in 1858 she 
married her third, who was then working for 
Robert Hart, during a British and French occu¬ 



pation of Canton. In 1864 Hart became head 
of the Chinese Imperial Maritime Customs, re¬ 
maining in post till 1908. 

“He gave Emma’s son a post in the Customs, 
and in 1883 my aunt Kath was born in his 
house. 

“Kath and a sister visited him in Peking in 
1900, a few weeks before Hart’s house was 
burnt down during the Boxer rebellion. 

“My book makes use of Carrall and Hart let¬ 
ters, diaries and photographs to give the full 
flavour of life in a medieval China under the 
Empress Dowager, effectively the last ruler of 
the declining Qing dynasty.” 

Dr Tiffen’s book has received plaudits from 
fellow academics, including Emma Reisz, 
Lecturer in Asian History at Queen’s Univer¬ 
sity Belfast. 

She said the book was: “A cracking tale of 
expatriate life, rich in detail, as bold, bright 
women far from home pushed against the 
onerous restrictions imposed by Victorian no¬ 
tions of femininity.” 

Robert Nield, President of the Hong Kong 
Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society, said: 
“Tiffen has the sort of family that many of us 
wish we had - interesting relatives with sin¬ 
gular names doing remarkable things at aus¬ 
picious times and in exotic places.”

The former teacher 
was living in Bristol where she worked for the Regional Development Agency, 
assessing the worth of community projects for grant funding, when a health 
scare and a trip to hospital brought her to stay with her daughter at Greenway 
Farm in Sea. That was March 2010 and within four weeks she had viewed the 
former barber shop in West Street, which had a flat above, resigned her job, sold 
her house and moved to Ilminster. After some serious renovations and damp 
proofing, last October she was able to'literally' make her dream come true when 
she opened a second hand bookshop, called appropriately The Book Rest. There 
was no problem finding her opening stock, as a voracious reader for over 50 
years and having never parted with a book, she had accumulated just under 
6,000 titles, from modern fiction and classics, to history and sciences. Some 
were inherited from her parents, who could also never part with a book. The 
shop has three rooms and a comfy sofa in the middle and is surprisingly light 
inside. Word is out and already there's a book club and people can sell their 
books to Carole-Ann; she is always happy to meet new friends and the people 
who bring them! 


• DO you still find it hard to actually 
part with the books? 

It was hard to start with, and some I do feel 
like I am hanging on to them while hand¬ 
ing them over to a customer.They are such 
old friends, people ask if I have really read 
them all, the truth is, I have read some more 
than once. 

• WHO is your favourite author? 

Dorothy Dunnett,the Lymond Saga. I found 
the set in the library and liked her so much 
I bought it, then bought the set again in pa¬ 
perback,hardback and I have it on Kindle. I 
read it regularly, at least once a year. 

• ARE people surprised when they 
come in the shop? 

Yes, it is a bit of a Tardis. It was Roger's bar¬ 
ber shop for 40 years and had an incredibly 
damp cellar which had to be completely 
tanked because there was no outside ac¬ 
cess with the chip shop next door. People 
who come in here, have learned to slow 
down a bit, they sit and have a read or a bit 
of a chat, it's lovely. 

• DID you really fall in love with the 
shop? 

Yes, honestly, I had a bing moment, like in 
a cartoon when the light bulb comes on 
with tweety bluebirds and rainbows. We 
first saw what is now the Tea Tree but that 
was already sold. Katherine and a friend 
and I came to look around here and I didn't 
say a word the whole time. It just said book¬ 
shop to me. I resigned and put my house 
on the market in May, it sold in June and I 
moved here on July 1st. It was something 
that was just meant to be, on April 12th, 
two years ago, my life changed completely 
and I haven't stopped smiling; I'm still smil¬ 
ing now. 

• WAS it really something you had al¬ 
ways wanted to do? 

Yes, it was a dream, people have dreams to 
get them through the tricky bits of life. I al¬ 
ways wanted to work in a bookshop and 
even applied for jobs in some but was told 
I was over qualified and would get bored! 

• HOW did you become such an avid 
reader, especially bringing up three 
daughters? 

It's an evolved lifestyle; I was brought up on 
fairy stories and by nine or ten was reading 
mythology, I love it. My father was an engi¬ 
neer and we got on famously. I had a tele¬ 
scope when I was ten and always found the 
sciences easy, I studied maths at university. 


I don't read'chick I it'stuff that you can hear 
as gossip in the street; if you take a normal 
everyday story and put it into a fantasy 
world, it becomes a whole different story. I 
would always go to bed with a book and 
read for at least half-an-hour and when the 
children were older I would be vacuuming 
with one hand, book in the other. 

• HOW do you like living in Ilminster? 

It's wonderful, everyone I've come across is 
a character. I lived in Yatton before, that bit 
of Somerset that managed to remain out¬ 
side of Bristol, but it became a commuter 
town. Ilminster doesn't have a cat in hells 
chance of becoming a commuter town, 
thank goodness. It has everyone from 
down to earth countrymen to high-end 
earners and talking to them all is wonder¬ 
ful. There are a lot of people here who 
made a conscious decision to get out of the 
rat race and life is much more gentle, I love 
it. I also love the way the different individ¬ 
ual groups help each other out. 

• ARE your customers mainly older 
people? 

I haven't found a routine. Some days it's 
quiet, other days the door is opening every 
few minutes. They are mostly older but 
there are some teenagers who come in reg¬ 
ularly, have a cup of tea and a chat and 
read. I want people to be able to sit down 
and relax. One of Katherine's friends 
wanted to start a book club and the Red 
Hat Society came in one night with a fish 
and chip supper. 

• DO you think people still read as 
much? 

I think there are still a great number of peo¬ 
ple out there who love books and there are 
some fantastic young writers. Some people 
will go back to things they had to read at 
school and try again, although personally 
have never read Dickens, apart from A Tale 
ofTwo Cities because we did him at school. 
If people say they don't read books any¬ 
more, I will say "here's one, try that". My 
cleaning lady hadn't read a book for 20 
years, I gave her a 400 page biography 
which she read in four sittings and was 
thrilled to bits. 

• HAVE you ever written a book ? 

Yes, sort of, a little. I have managed to keep 
all the little bits, notes I have made over the 
years with the intention of writing one day. 
I have two or three dozen stories with bits 
of the middle or haven't I begun. Perhaps I 
will get around to it now.

THREE-day 
“showcase” event 
to promote the fu¬ 
ture prosperity of Crewk¬ 
erne and its satellite 
communities will take 
place in May. 

The project is being 
sponsored and organised 
by community group A 
Better Crewkerne and Dis¬ 
trict. 

But it also has the back¬ 
ing of business and civic 
leaders, with enthusiastic 
Crewkerne Town Council¬ 
lors this week agreeing to 
contribute up to £4,000 to 
the event’s running costs. 

The exhibition, titled 
“Crewkerne: Into the Fu¬ 
ture Together”, will enable 
40 of the town’s most vi¬ 
brant businesses to net¬ 
work, demonstrate who 
they are, explain what they 
do, and share their plans 
for the future. 

The Weekender series 
of community newspapers 
in South Somerset has 
been appointed at the offi¬ 
cial media partner for the 
“showcase” exhibition and 
will be selling the stand 
space and producing the 
official programme. 

Organiser and business¬ 
man Anthony Bucke said: 
“It’s an exhibition show¬ 
case for the people and 
businesses of Crewkerne 
— whether they’re a large 
or small company, manu¬ 
facturing or retail, engi¬ 
neering or food, clothing or 


furniture, school, club or 
organisation, this is the 
showcase for them all. 

“If you have something 
to sell or to say to the peo¬ 
ple of Crewkerne and dis¬ 
trict, then you really need 
to be at the Crewkerne 
Showcase! 

“The whole point is to 
stimulate interest in the 
commercial activity of 
Crewkerne and bring to¬ 
gether the commercial, ed¬ 
ucational and civic bodies 
to promote what’s good 
about the town.” 

He and Jeff Palmer — 
both former chairmen of 
the town’s Chamber of 
Commerce — hatched the 
idea for the showcase in 
February while discussing 
Crewkerne’s prospects.

Town councillors on 
Monday night unani¬ 
mously agreed a “pump¬ 
priming” contribution of 
up to £4,000 for the new 
showcase. 

Hugely successful 

Councillor Angie Single- 
ton told her colleagues: 
“Twenty years ago Crewk¬ 
erne held a similar event 
— Crewkerne Towards 
2000 — and it was hugely 
successful. 

“It was about promoting 
all the businesses in the 
town — and the ones that 
aren’t always obvious to 
the public.” 

She added that the 2012 
event would be an ideal 
opportunity for young 
people to see what job op¬ 
portunities exist in the 
town, and what is pro¬ 
duced and manufactured 
locally. 

Mayor Neil Sturtivant 


echoed her remarks saying 
support for the event 
would be “investing in 
Crewkerne’s future”. 

In the last few days, the 
organisers have posted 200 
flyers to every business 
within three miles of 
Crewkerne. 

They aim to recruit up to 
40 paying exhibitors at the 
event and attract at least 
1,500 visitors. 

The showcase will take 
place at the Old Textile 
Mill in South Street, 
Crewkerne, on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, May 
24th to 26th.

Year eight classes have 
just finished a 12-week 
project designing and 
building battery-pow¬ 
ered mini-lamps using 
aluminium off-cuts do¬ 
nated by Crewkerne- 
based Singleton 

Engineering, where Mr 
Singleton is the Manag¬ 
ing Director. 

He offered the free ma¬ 
terials to design and 
technology teacher Jak 
Flatt, who invited Mr Sin¬ 
gleton to pop along to 
judge the end results 
and select the best three 
lamps from each class. 

Addressing the entire 
year eight assembly, Mr 
Singleton said: "I'm very 
impressed. It was very 
difficult choosing the 
best ones." 

Mr Flatt devised the 
mini-lamp project in 
which each pupil had to 
create a unique lamp 
that fulfilled six key ob¬ 
jectives. 


Mr Flatt said:"The year 
eight pupils have learnt 
lots of different aspects 
of design and technol¬ 
ogy over the last term. 

"They learnt how to re¬ 
search the properties 
and uses of different 
metals, and about vari¬ 
ous designing tech¬ 
niques, how to 
vacuum-form plastics, 
soldering, circuits and 
electronic symbols, and 
how to use different 


tools, materials, equip¬ 
ment and processes cor¬ 
rectly and safely. 

"Their aluminum strips 
were supplied by Single- 
ton Engineering in 
Crewkerne, who were 
also very helpful in offer¬ 
ing any off-cuts to help 
with the project. 

"On behalf of Maiden 
Beech Academy, I'd es¬ 
pecially like to thank 
Peter Singleton forjudg¬ 
ing the mini-lamps. 

"The pupils worked 


very hard on the lamps, 
so we also awarded spe¬ 
cial certificates for inno¬ 
vation and for effort, 
which Mr Singleton 
handed out."

GREENSHUTTERS NURSERIES & GARDEN CENTRE 


IF you're driving along towards Langport from the 
Taunton direction, you may whizz straight past Green- 
shutters Nurseries & Garden Centre. That would be a pity 
as you'd miss one of the most attractive family-run nurs¬ 
eries in the area. 

Roger and Donna Eavis have owned Greenshutters 
Nurseries at the village of Fivehead since 1998. They 
stock an extensive range of plants from trees and shrubs 
to herbaceous perennials and bedding plants, but they 
also specialise in evergreen hedging, take orders online, 
and deliver a wide range of evergreen hedging plants 
by courier all over the UK. 

The nursery and garden centre stands on five acres, 
high above the vale of Taunton Deane, backed by coun¬ 
tryside and ancient woodland. From theTaunton direc¬ 
tion, Greenshutters is just beyond the sign for Fivehead. 
There is a good viewpoint from the nursery and you can 
see the Quantocks in the distance on a clear day. 

Although it is the tables of various seasonal plants, the 
pots, the topiary, the large range of fruit and ornamental 
trees that first take the eye, much of Greenshutters' busi¬ 
ness goes on beyond the first impressions of visitors. 
This is the growing area for evergreen hedging and 
specimen conifers - rows of leylandii, cherry laurel, Por¬ 
tugal laurel, Photinia, Viburnum tinus and Griselinia. In 
a yard behind that, the plants are prepared ready to send 


out via the couriers - orders ready to go off to all corners 
of the UK. 

The evergreen hedging forms half the sales of the busi¬ 
ness. Trimmed and neat, the leylandii which gets such 
a bad press form beautiful healthy, dense hedges that 
can be seen on the nursery, the different varieties in 
varying shades of green and gold. 

"Leylandii is a good hedge if it is trimmed back to the 
same height and width every year, but it must be done 
once or twice every year from planting" said Roger. 

There are also large specimen conifers available such 
as Thuja 'Emerald', an attractive conifer that could be 
grown as a screen or stand-alone specimen. "It has a 
neat conical habit and can be trimmed at the top each 
year to keep the height down, other than that, it keeps 
its neat shape and needs no other maintenance" Roger 
explains. 

Many customers want an instant six foot high hedge, 
while there are others content to have smaller plants 
they grow on themselves. Gardens dominated by beds 
of conifers are not so popular now but conifers can be 
very effect in mixed planting giving structure and year- 
round colour. Most of them are also extremely hardy 
and will withstand the cold winters we've been having 
recently. 

"We try to grow as much as possible ourselves," said

Roger. They grow thousands of plants a year to supply 
the Garden Centre and the Evergreen Hedging Centre. 

Roger grew up on a nursery before studying for a de¬ 
gree in agriculture at Newcastle University, followed by 
a PhD in Plant Physiology from Wye College. He worked 
in Aberdeen at a horticultural/agricultural college 
doing research and teaching, but then the opportunity 
arose to buy his own nursery. The family live on site.

Talk on Plantation Houses 
of the American South 

Roger Mitchell will give talk for Neroche DFAS 

ROGER Mitchell (an Oxford M.A., an expert on country houses in England and 
America, and lecturer for Liverpool University) will give a talk on 'Plantation 
Houses of the American South'. The talk will take place on Monday, April 2nd 
at 7.15pm at Seavington Millennium Hall, Water Street, Seavington St Mary, 
and is organised by Neroche DFAS (Decorative Fin Arts Society) 

The stunning architecture of the American South went along with cotton, 
tobacco, slavery and the Confederate flag. English colonial settlement goes 
back over 400 years, to the establishment of Jamestown in Virginia in 1607. 
Roger Mitchell traces the development of houses along the 1000 miles of 
America's eastern seaboard, from the struggles of the first settlers to survive in 
timber-framed buildings, to the homes of the wealthy landowners and in¬ 
dustrialists, with their fine brick exteriors, their elegant verandas, and their 
panelled interiors. He 


will talk about the im¬ 
pressive Palladian 
homes in Virginia and 
the Carolinas, but will 
also include the more 
exotic houses along the 
Mississippi River, which 
drew on French, Greek 
and Moorish sources, 
and even "Steamboat 
Gothic". 

Mr Mitchell has given 
well over 200 lectures to 
NADFAS Societies both 
here and in Australia, in¬ 
cluding presentations 
on American art and on 
Bess of Hardwick. After 
studying history at Ox¬ 
ford and Fine Art at 
Leeds, he was awarded 
a Churchill Fellowship 
to travel and study in 
the USA.
